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There’s still time to get the seasonal flu shot! Although influenza activity has declined recently, it still
may continue for several months.! The Centers for Disease Control continues to recommend that
patients and health care providers and caregivers be vaccinated against seasonal influenza.

CMS encourages health care providers to use each office visit as an opportunity to talk with Medicare
your patients about the importance of getting a seasonal flu shot. And remember, it is also important to
immunize yourself and your staff.

Remember — Seasonal influenza vaccinations and their administration are covered Part B benefits. Note
that influenza and pneumococcal vaccines are NOT Part D covered drugs.
